death, or defertion, of the like number of Britifh mariners,

EVERY perfon who, by way of infurance or otherwife, 
fliall agree to deliver any goods, to be imported from parts 
beyond the feas, in England, without paying the duties 
that fliall be due for the fame at fuch importation, or any 
prohibited goods; 01 in purfuance of fuch infurance, (hall 
caufe to be delivered any fuch goods, and their aiders 
and abettors, fliall, for every fuch offence, forfeit 500J. 
over and above all other forfeitures and penalties to 
which they are liable hjf any aft alreadv in force* 

Every perfon who fliall agree §p pay any fura of money 
for the infuring or conveying any fui h goods, or fliall 
receive prohibited goods into his houfe, warehoufe, or 
other place on land, or fuch other goods, before fuih 
duties are paid, knowing thereof, fliall <dfo for every fuch 
offence foiieit 500I. 

If the infurer, conveyer, or manager of fuch fraud, be 
the difcoierer of the lame, he fhall not only keep the 
infurance money or reward given him, and be di fell urged 
of the penalties to which he is liable by reafon of fuch 
offence, but fliall alfo have to his own ufe, half of the 
forfeitures hereby impofed upon the party making fuch 
infurance or agreement, or receiving the goods as afore* 
faid. In cafe no difeovery be made by the infurer, con¬ 
veyer, or manager, and the party infuved, or concerned 
in fuch agreement, make difeovery thereof, he fliall leceiw 
back fuch infurance money or premium as he hath paid 
upon fuch infurance or agreement, and fhall have to lu£ 
own ufe one moiety of the forfeitures impofed upon the

In the cafe of Veflels liable to quarantine arriving 
at aiiy of the pom of Great Britain or lflands afoVefaid, if 
anyfufpScious circumftances Appear in the anfwerS returned 
to the faid quefttons by the m&fter of the veflel, or from 
any other circumftance, the proper officer Of the cuftoms 
at futh port or ifland {hall immediately tranfmit fuch 
anfwers, and give notice of the caufe of fuch fufpicioh

ranean, or from the Weft Barbary on the Atlantic Ocean, 
with or without clean bills of health, be extended as 
hereinafter directed, and that officers appointed for the

The owner or owners of every vcfld belonging in

belongs, under pain of forfeiting every fuch boat which 
fli-all be found within the limits of any port of this king¬ 
dom, or within four leagues 1 * of the coaft thereof, with¬ 
out having the name or names of the owner or ow ners of 
iuch boat fo painted as aforefaid.

BUENOS AYRES. 

WHEREAS it hath been reprefented to His Majefty, OnWin Coun- 
thru, ovei and above tlu royal duties, and the conlulate or 
mu ncipal dunes, payable upon divers articles exported 
fiom the city, town, and fortrefs of Buenos Ayres, and 
its dependencies, including therein all and eveiy the ter¬ 
ritories belonging to, or forming a part of the government 
of the fame, a duty of two reals upon each o\ hide, and 
of one real upon each horfe hide, expoited, was levied 
and paid during the time the faid city, town, and forticfs 
of Buenos Ayres* and its dependencies, were under the

3. ^ 
after the 23d July 1812, in breach of or in refiftance ofknces agauift 
to any part of the laws for collecting His Maj city’s re- lunln^ble 
venue in Great Britain, would by the laws now in force 
fubje£t the offender to fufTer death, as guilty of felony,

Both the 
defendants pleaded that the goods ueie 
(hipped and exported to Gueinliy, and 
there landed, and that no part was re¬ 
landed or unihipped wirh intent to he re¬ 
loaded m any port of Great Britain • And 
that the defendants brought certificate' oi 
the goods being landed abroad, an orduig 
to the conditions of the bonds. To theta 
pleas the crown replied generally; andil- 
fries were joined on the fafts there dated. 

The caufes b.ing afterwards confuli- 
dated by rule of court, came on to be tried 


before Macdonald, Chief Baion, and a 
lpecialjuiy, at the fitting* for Wcftminftcr 
alter hit Hilary Term. 

'1 lie ifl'ues lying on the defendants, Rout 
and Dmncey, their counlcl, pioved On* 
Hupping of the goods in the livef, and 
ofleicd in evidence a certificate of the 
goods being lmded at Guernfey, undei the 
hands and ieals of two Britilh mci chants 
theie. they proved the fignaturcs, bur 
not the /eating. The Chief Baron being 
of opinion that that was not a fuffiuent 
proof of the certificate, directed aveidift 
for the crow n on both iffues, fubjeft to the 
opinion of the court on that point. 

In the cafe of the Kuigv Dickenfon, 
argued in Trinity Term laft, the lame 
point came before the court; when they 
decided that the proof of the fignaturew 
only was good evidence of the certificate. 

Upon this, Rous obtained a rule to 
(hew eaule why there ihould not be a new 
trial of the firlt ifliie, on the ground that

It is neceffary to attend to the condition 
of the bond, which is, That if the goods 
(hall be really and tiuly (hipped and ex¬ 
ported, and no part thereof be relanded, 
or unfhipped with intent to be relanded in 
any part of Great Britain, or the Ifie of 
Man; and if the defendant (hall like wile 
bring a certificate of the landing of rhe 
goods, or make proof of theii being taken 
by enemies, or having perilhed in the leas, 
before the commilfioners of the cuftoim, 
then the obligation (hall be void. 1 he 
bond, therefore, is ahfolute, unlei's it be 
avoided by a performance of the condition 
which can only be by proof of the expor¬ 
tation and landing abroad; and that a cer¬ 
tificate of the binding was hi ought to the 
cuftom houi'e. The proof of the certifi¬ 
cate will not avail the defendant, unlefs he 
proves the exjnimtion alfo. Though the 
defendants have proved the fiiip| tog of the 
goods, yet they have offered no evidence 
that they ever went out of the river, ex¬ 
cept tills certificate : independent of the 
ftatute, that could not be evidence ; for it 
is the mere declaration of the parties who 
figned it, not upon oath, nor open to any 
examination; fo that if it had been a for¬ 
gery, we fhouM have had no opportunity 
of anfwering it. The ftatute does not 
direct that it Audi be evidence in a court 
of Nifi Priuj , it only orders that a certi¬ 
ficate fhall be returned to the commit- 
(loners, who are to aft upon it according 
to their diferetian. The aft particularly 
fpecifies, that “ the examination and proof 
thereof fhall be left to the judgment of the 
commiffioners. ,, The word “ thereof” is 
not confined to the term immediately an¬ 
tecedent “ perHhed in the fc.is,” but ex. 
tends to the whole fentence. If the certi¬ 
ficate were evidence in this, it muft be lb 
in all cafes; then in cafe of murder, if 
murder had happened. The form of the 
record fliew9 that it cannot be evidence; 
for if the fecoud iflue were evidence-on 
the firft, then the firft would be perfeftly 
nugatory* and the defendant might have 
1 pleaded the return of the certificate only, 
and that would have beeti good on demur* 
rer. Jit common law the certificate is no 
evidence; if it be lb under the ftatute, it 
iscondufive; and, therefore, though there 
were proof on the firft ifliierthat the good* 
were not exported, yet the pi oof of the 


certificate would avail againft the faff, If 
this be evidence at all, it is in the nature 
of an eftoppel: if a party plead an eftop- 
pel, be mud rely on it entirely; but her* 
the defendant has pleaded the (aft, as well 
as the eftoppel; he ought to have pleaded 
the certificate only. Nor is the certificate 
evidence on the fecond iflue; for though 
it is now to be confidered as a certificate 
under the hands and ieals of two known 
Bririlh merchants, yet it has not been pro¬ 
perly returned. The aft requires that it 
(houid be returned to the cuftom-houfe; 
and the plea is, u that the defendant did 
bring a certificate” that muft mean to the 
cuftom-houiV - having pleaded it, he if 
bound to prove it, 

Rous and Dauncey for the defendant*. 

All that we afk is, that a jury (houid 
have an opportunity of confidering this 
evidence, which they have nor yet had. 
This certificate was rejefted at the trial, 
as the court thought the defendant had not 
fulficiently proved its exiftence ; but it is 
now decided that it was fufficiently proved; 
therefore, we contend thatitoughi to have 
gone to the jury, We do not argue what 
the effeft of it would be, or that it is fuf- 
ftoierr evidence to piove the faft; we do no 
more than afk that what was allowed to be 
evidence in a former cafe, (houid be ad- 
milted lo be to in this; and we fay, that 
what wes leyal evidence in this cafe having 
been rejefted, we aie entitled to a new 
trial. It is requned by the aft, that cer¬ 
tain goods which are brought into this 
country for the purpofe of exportation, 
(houid he put into warehouses approved of 
by the commifliouers of the cuftoms; and 
th.it a bond (houid be entered into to ex¬ 
port, and not reland thofe goods. The aft 
then fays, that faft fhall be proved by the 
certificate: the legislature, therefore, has 
eftahlilhed this certificate as a medium of 
proof of the exportation of the goods, and 
cf the landing them abroad. 

The policy of the aft aK’o favours this 
conftruction; for otherwife, in the cafe 
of exportation in foreign bottoms, it would 
be impoflible to have fuch evidence as 
would be neceffary to the exportation and 
landing abroad. Is all commerce to be 
at a (landau a fupercnrgo can be Cent and 
return to prove the lauding abroad ? And 
if the fupercargo ftays iu a foreign conn* 
try, what proceis will bring him into 
court ? The commiifioucfs of the cuf- 
iems have aftedupoixt his ronftruftion of 
the ftatute for the fpace of a hundred 
years; and that would direft the coin t in 
a doubtful cafe. It has been argued that 
the goods might have been relanded here; 
but the Cole illue in this cate is, Whether 
the goods were exported or not? In cafe 
they were reh .ided, it would be incumbent 
3 upon 
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upon the crown fo flicw that upon a lepli- 
citmn of the h£t. Whtthei the tertifi- 
cuc be a foigery or not ? or ufuthu the 
fubflmie of it be falie or tiue ? .urquel- 
tioiia Joi the iury to dun mine ; and all we 
if quire is, t hit wlnt the Iciifhtme his 
made evidence, nny bt lubmitted to the 
jury, when it will be iui them to decide 
upon its vilnlity 

Macclon Id, Chief Baron, I am ex¬ 
tremely glad this point Ins been made, as 
it is a queltion of gteit mipoituiu. to the 
commercial world. '1 hele cutihcatcs are 
a veiy ilendci lecunty on one hind; yet, 
on the othet, it is vei\ mffuult to pro- 
tin e othei evidt nee of the hmhnj ibroid.

If any pufon ffiall enter any fuch calico for exportation to fo¬ 
reign parts, othir than to the End iflands, in ortltr to obtain lh * 
drawback or bounty for the fame, and Inch goods (hall ncvutheld* 
be carried to either of the laid iflands, and landed there, contrary to 
the true intent and meaning of this art ; tin 11 the drawbat k or

From the termination of the war by the ratification of a definitive 
treaty of peace, it fhall he lawful for the J£aft India Company to 
expofe to fale, either for the purpofe of being worn or ufed in Great 
Britain, or for exportation, any filk handkerchiefs of the manufac¬ 
ture of Perfia, China, or the Eall Indies, that fhall have been or may 
thereafter be fecured in the warehoufes of the faid Company, fub- 
jert nevcrthelefs to the duties by this art impofed, or which may 
hereafter be impofed thereon ; and all fuch filk handkerchiefs on 
which fuch duties fhall have been duly paid, fhall and may be worn 
or ufed in Great Britain, or fold or expofed to fale therein, and 
fhall not be fubjert to feizure or forfeiture, nor ffiall the perfons who 
ffiall wear or ule the fame, or who ffiall fell or expofe to fale the 
fame, or have the fame in their cuflody or pofleffion, be liable to any 
peualty or fine whatever on account thereof.

manner and form, and under all the regulations, and fubjetft to the 
like forfeitures and penalties as are preferibed, directed, and iri- 
pofod with refpeft to goods not imported by the Eait fndia Com¬ 
pany, and on which the duties of cuiloms aie payable according to 
the value thereof. c 

As well in the port of Loudon as in all other ports, all articles 
manufactured of (ilk, hair, cotton wool, or any mixture thereof, 
which fhall be importc d under the authority of this act, from any 
place within the limits of the faid Company’s charter, and fhall be 
entered and tak< n out of any warehoufe for exportation, fhall be 
charged according to their value, under all fuch regulations, and 
fubject to the fame penalties and forfeitures as are prefenbed, direct¬ 
ed, and impofed for afcertaining and collating duties to be paid ac¬ 
cording to value, by 27 Geo.

It fhall not be lawful for any veffel, the regiflercd meafurement 
whereof ffiall be lei's than three hundred and fifty tons, other than 
fuch veflels as may be employed by the Eall India Company as 
packets, to clear out from any port in the United Kingdom, for ariy 
place within the limits of the Lid Company’s charter, or be admitted 
to entry at any port of the United Kingdom, fjom any place within 
ihofe limits. 

All veflels belonging to the Eaft India Company, whether built or 
purchafed by the faid Company, fhall be coniidcrcd, deemed and taken 
to be Britifh fhips, within the true intent and meaning of 12 Car 2.

lication thereof) for receiving propofals in writing, fealed u^>, for 
building and freighting the fame to the Company, fuch propofals to 
fpecify the loweft rates of freight, or, if the Company fhall require 
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it, of freight and demorage in time of pence, required for Inch fhipt 
for fix voyages* to or from Tnd’aor China, or elfewhere within tk» 
limits of the Company’s exclufivc trule, lo he employed in trade ai/ 
in wjnaie nr otherwife, as fhall he thought proper by the Compam 
if the faid (hips refpeftively fhall fo long be lit for the Company 1 , 
fi rviee; and all the tenders or propofals which fhall he made in pm. 
fuance of fuch notices, fhall he put into a box locked and foaloci, 
which, flia.ll not be opened, except pnblickly in a Court of Directors, 
and the contents of fuch propofals respectively fliall be entered ip <* t 
book, and the propofals offering the loxvcft p^ace freight, or peace 
freight and demorage, as the cafe may he, fliall be accepted, with¬ 
out favour or partiality ; and in cafe more fhips than lhall he wanted 
fliall be tendered to be built at the fame low freight, then the Court 
of Directors flrall determine which of the faid propofalor propoLU 
fhall he accepted. 

Betides the peace freight and demorage herein-before mentioned, 
the Court of Directors fhall be at liberty to make fuch agreements 
with the owners of the faid fhips, either from voyage to voyage, or 
for the whole term of the faid fhips being engaged m the faid Com¬ 
pany’s fervice, for the afeertaining and payment of the additional 
charges arifmg to the faid owners in time of war and hofhlitics, or 
preparations for war and hollilitics, as the faid Court of Director 
fliall think right and juft.
